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Kythera is geographically located between the island of Crete 
and the Peloponnese. Being one of the Ionian islands, Kythera or 
Tsirigo (as it is commonly called) is an island of history evident in its 
architectural gualities. With a population of approximately 3500, 

Kythera 's economy depends on agricultural production, farming, live- 
stock raising, bee-keeping and the cultivation of olives; while touris 
is only a secondary source of revenue. However, its tourism industry is 
Signicantly growing. Kythera '‘s serene surroundings, picturesque views, 
traditional white-washed houses, hillside churches and beautiful beaches 
has become a haven for those holidaying away from the pressures of 
modern life. 

Because of the location in the Mediterranean, Kythera was 
settled by the Cretans and Phonecians, and soon grew to commercial 
importance.However, the island came under occupation many times, first 
by the Mycenaeans then Laconia and finally Athenian control during the war 
with Sparta. Kythera flourished under the Byzantine Empire but was still 
subject to pirate attacks. In the 13th century Kythera was renounced to 
Venice when Constantinople fell to the Franks. Due to Venetian occupation 
Kythera saw the construction of fortified towns (Kastra- which were built 
in Chora, Mylopotamos and Avelemonas which amaze tourists by their 
structural development especially in a time of limited resources. 

At this time in history, the poulation decreased due to epidemics, 
earthquakes and again pirate raids.However the return of the Venetians. 
and the English saw progress. In more recent times afterWorld War 2, the 
depression suppressed the population further; forcing many t leave 
Kythera and find refuge in mainland Greece, America and other European 
countries; however there were significant numbers. went to another land of 
oportunity - Australia.As seen in the map familiar Kytherian surnames are 
present. It is through the names of these villages that one 's ancestry 
can be traced, such as Kalokerinos are the family from Kalokerines and so 
on. 

There are many monasteries and churches decorating the 
hilsides and the villages show the tread of Christianity from the 
second century.One of the most important monasteries on Kythera is 
Mirtithia, celebrating its day of festival on the 15th of August; 
and its importance is evident as the island seems together on that day. 

The season of festivals 1s ultimately in the summer.The 
beautiful beaches, which have been voted recently the cleanest in Europe 
by the EEC, are extremely popular and it is the time of year that tourism 
is at its peak.The views from the Kastro in Chora of the bay of Kapsali 
is spectacular and the beautiful white-washed houses are terraced with 
blue painted shutters and doors are all very traditional. 

Accomodation for tourism iS now increaSing with Kythera '‘'s 
popularity, has resulted in extending camping grounds, bungalow holiday 
units overlooking picturesque bays. Many locals offer tourists the 
traditional taste of life in their humble village homes. 

As one can see, a taste of Kythera is a taste of paradise. 

It 's friendly local villagers ensure a great holiday, and its architecture 
provide some great sights. Although its capital, Chora depicts many 
alleyways and small churches the largest village, in population, is-Potamos. 
Certainly an island of serene surroundings, Kythera is a must to visit. 
Whilst in the Mediterranean, and due to its locality the island is a 
doorway to many others.
